“So we feel that steps should 
be taken at once to carry out our 
proposal of yesterday, that Prest- 
dent Truman summon a confer- 
ence of industry, government, and 
labor representatives to seek yvol- 
untary price reductions and that 
congress, immediately upon recon- 
vening, should reestablish price 
and rationing controls.” 

On capital hill, Rep. Crawford, 
(R-Mich.), a leading congresstonal 
critic of OPA, labelled as ‘‘fantas- 
tic’ Clark's order for an anti-trust 
investigation into food, clothing, 
and shelter prices. 

The lawmaker said it appears 
to him to be aimed at bringing 
about a depression at home to 
help foreign nations buy more 
goods here.

sure, has enjoyed its reward of 
a free and clear conscience far 
more than the material re- 
wards its members have re- 
ceived in the competitive world.
